ANTOINETTE FUNK TALKS FOR SHAY 


Peoria, III., Oct. 17.—[Special.}—Republic- 
ans and Progressives, mixing in what was al- 
most a hand to hand conflict, tonight closed in 
Peoria the active campaign for the Supreme 
court judgeship—without precedent, it is be- 
lieved! in the history of the Illinois bench. 

Intense personal feeling was excited at the 
Progressives’ culminating rally in the Coli- 
seum. Mrs. Antoinette Funk and Raymond 
Robins were the leaders. 

At a session of the Republican precinct 
committee of Peoria county, State Senator 
John Dailey of Peoria, the chief speaker, 
denounced the women and the antagonists of 
Puterbaugh in a flery speech. 

This had been preceded by the publication 
in the Peoria Journal this afternoon of an 
editorial expressing the sentiment of Harry 
M. Pindell, who is about to be nominated as 
ambassador to Russia by President Wilson. 


Pindell for Puterbaugh. 

In spite of the fight that has been made upon 
him and in spite of the threat that his con- 
firmation would be prevented by pro-Craig 
interests, Mr. Pindell's paper made a stiff 
appeal for the election of Mr. Puterbaugh 
to the Supreme bench, for former Senator 
Niehaus, Democrat, to the Circuit bench, and 
in behalf of W. L. Elwood, Progressive, for 
Probate judge, at Monday's election. All 
these things fanned the excitement to a 
startling degree and all the ten counties of the 
Supreme court district, aceording to tonight's 
reports, are aroused over the contest. 

Col. Charles C. Craig’s Democratic man- 
agers tonight profess to believe that the 
Republican and Progressive vote will be so 
evenly divided between Puterbaugh and Shay 
that Craig will slip in. 


Shay Makes a Statement.

WASHINGTON OFFERS AID 


PUBLIC aquarium is 
planned for Chicago by 
the south park board.

Wo began to collect data two years ago,” 
said John Barton Payne, president of the 
board of commissioners. Ke 
At that time a commit- 2 
tee visited us suggesting 
that we should establish 

one. With the lake front 
project settled we can go 
ahead.“ 

Joseph Donnersberger, a 
member, was enthusiastic 
personally about the fish house. 

“I remember during the world’s fair how 
the people thronged the government show 
where they exhibited fish in the various 
hatcheries. We have so much before the 
board now that it’s hard to make definite 
plans. We are going to Washington on Mon- 
day to fight out the lake front question. That 

has been taking all the 
time. After that we hope 
to ask for a bond issue, 
and we can go before the 
people and ask money for 
an aquarium. Of course, 
if any one will donate the 
money we will be exceed- 
ingly giad to take it.” 

“TI am certainly in favor of an aquarium,” 
said Albert Mohr. My idea iathat it should 
be placed in Grant park. Land is being made 
there now. The money part of it would be 
the hardest to compass. An institution of 
that kind would be of great educational 
value.” 

John F. Neil, secretary of the board, 
showed the results of the inquiry thus far. 
The data was collected by 
Robert McMurdy, a Chi- 
cago lawyer.

ON KEITH TRAGEDY 


‘Confession’ Letter Written by 
Wife Introduced at the 
Paul Inquest. 


NAMES EIGHT OTHER MEN 


Facts were adduced at the inquest into the 
death of Walker Paul yesterday which indi- 
cate that, regardless of whatever else may 
be said of the dead mun, he was in life one 
of the most unlucky indtviduals in Chicago. 
Paul, who was a butcher, was shot and killed 
in the saloon of Jacob Wetterhahn by Wil- 
liam Keith, who accused him of being too 
friendly with Mrs. Keith. Following the kill- 
ing Keith set up the “ unwritten law " asa 
defense. 

Paul's lack of fortune was demonstrated 
during the day’s proceedings by the exhibi- 
tion by the police of a document which has 
been in their possesion for several days. Their 
reticence in displaying it is, perhaps, because 
the names of two policemen are written on it. 
The document was found in Keith's 8- 
sion after the shooting. It purports — bea 
confession signed by Mrs. Keith and naming 
the men with whom she permitted intima- 
cies. 

Paul’s Name Last on List. 

There are nine men on the list. Paul's is 
the ninth name. Keith, according to the po- 
lice, set out to avenge himself upon the per- 
sons who had interfered in his domestic af- 
fairs. It was just Paul's luck that he, the 
last man Mrs. Keith had named, should ve 
the one of the nine whom Keith should first 
run across. His life was the forfeit for his 
misfortune.

Albany, N. Y., Oct. 17.—William Sulzer 
eeased to be governor of the state of New 
York at noon today. He was removed from 
office by the high court of impeachment by 
a vote of 48 to 12, two members not voting. 

Martin H. Glynn, lieutenant governor, was 
sworn in as his successor, the first in the his- 
tory of the state to step into its high office in 
this manner. 

The verdict of the court was that Sulzer wag 
guilty of falsification, perjury, and an at- 
ternpt to suppress evidence against him. Of 
all other charges he was acquitted, the court 
today unanimously voting him not guilty of 
the four remaining articles of impeachment. 

By a virtually unanimous vote, also; the 
impeachment tribunal decided that Sulser 
should not be punished by disqualificatian te 
hold office of honor and trust in this state in 
the future. This would have been the em 
treme penalty under the law. 


Ask Him to Be Candidate. ’ 

A telegram was received tonight by Mr. 
Sulzer from New York. asking him to accept 
the nomination of the Progressive for 
congress in the Twentieth district, to take 
the place of Oscar 8. Straus, who recently 
declined the nomination. Mr. Sulzer has only 
a day to answer the offer, as the vacancy 
must be filled immediately to comply with 
the state law. 

A report from New York tonight said a 
proposition to designate Mr. Sulzer as the 
Progressive candidate for the assembly from 
the Sixth district was made to him by Max 
Steinler, Progressive nominee for alderman, 
and that the former governor said he would 
run if it was shown that the people of the 
district wanted him. 

Verdict Carried to Governor. 

The ousted executive was served with a 
copy of the verdict of the impeachment court 
at the executive mansion—christened by him- 
self “the people's house”’’—a few minutes 
before 6 o'clock tonight. — ‘ 

* Good; I thank you,” be maid to the ser- 
geant at arms of the senate, who delivered 
the document. 

Mr. Sulser, private citizen, will leave the 
capital probably on Sunday, whither he hae 
not disclosed. 

The incoming governor issued a statement 
in which he said his endeavor would be te 
give the people of the state an honest, peace- 
ful, progressive, and wise conduct of public 
affairs.” 

Blames Murphy for Verdict. 

The outgoing executive issued a statement 
in which he denounced the tribunal which had 
removed him as Murphys high court of 
infamy.” 

“Murphy controlled the assembly and or- 
dered the impeachment,” he said. “ He con- 
trolled most of the members of the court, 
and dictated procedure and wrote the juds- 
ment. He was the judge and jury, the pros- 
ecutor, and the bailiff.” . 

Sulzer said his trial was a political lynch- 
ing, so far as the Tammanyized part of the 
court was concerned—the confirmation of a 
deep laid political conspiracy to oust me 
from office.” : 

„ A horse thief in frontier days, he said, 


* would have received a squarer deal.” 


He characterized the secret sessions of the 
court as “star chamber proceedings, where 
the enemies of the state could work for my 
conviction undiscovered.” 

Explains Absence from Trial. 

He asserted he had not taken the stand in 
his own defense because he realized his story 
attacking the Tammany leader would be 
ruled out. 

He entered a general denial of all the 
charges in the impeachment articles, denied 
he ever had asked Allan A. Ryan to obtain 
the influence of Murphy or Republican State 
Chairman Barnes to stop the trial; said the, 
testimony of Henry Morganthau could be 
explained; asserted that every dollar that 
had been given him during his campaign had 
been properly accounted for; that he was 
$76,000 in debt; that he had been “ faithful 
to his trust,” and that he “ handed back to 
the people the commission they gave me un- 
tarnished and unsullied.” 

„Had I but served the boss with half the 
zeal I did the state. William Sulzer never 
would have been impeached.” 

No Explanation of Votes. 

At today’s session of the court, which lasted 
only a little more than an hour, most of the 
members recorded their votes without ex- 
planation, and much of the ponderous for- 
mallty required by the rules of procedure was

Wher Thomas C. Nolan, the sergeant-at- 
arms, and George Mustard, the process serv- 
er, arrived at the executive mansion they 
were admitted immediately and escorted up- 
stairs to the study. 

Sulzer and Chester C. Platt. his secretary, 
were seated at a table. Nolan handed the 
document to Sulzer. It was written og @ 
piece of ordinary foolscap paper. Patrick E. 

McCabe, clerk of the senate, and one of Sul- 
zer's political opponents, was the penman. 

Sulzer took the paper, crumpled it in his 
hand, paled slightly, threw the document on 
the table without reading it, and made his 
reply: | 

„Good: I thank you, sergeant.” 

The whole transaction was over in less than 
two minutes. 


Talks to Newspaper Men. 

In the meantime a score of newspaper men 

1 who had been summoned to the executive 
mansion to meet the governor, waited on the 
veranda outside. Nolan passed out and the 
newspaper men were admitted. In a hall 

outside Mrs. Sulzer played with Patsy, 
an Irish terrier dog. The animal growled 
and barked and snapped ata shawl she held 
in her hands, while she scolded him gently. 
A moment later Platt appeared with copies 
of the governor's statement. 

“The governor will see you in a minute,” 
he said. 

Suddenly, from out of a darkened room to 
thé right, Sulzer stepped into the circle. If 
he is the nervous wreck that some have re- 

ported him to be, he did not show it. He 

was pale, but smiling. He shook hands 

warmly, and told every one he was glad to 

gee him. Some one started to ask him a 
question, but he interrupted. _ 

| “I have nothing more to say than my 
statement contains,“ he said. 

“Wheh are you going away 
asked. 

“I cannot tell that, nor where I am going,” 
be replied.

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Glynn Sworn in Office. 
"wo featurés unique in the history of New

chief judge of the Court of Appeals. 

The constitutional oaths of office heretofore 
have been acministered by the secretary of 
state or by some attaché of his office. 

Mr. Glynn Was not in the capital when the 
vote to remove his predecessor was taken 
He arrived shortly afterward, however, and 
was immediately surrounded by friends eager 

to ter congratuiations. 

“ Don't offer me congratulations,” he ad- 
monished the throng. ‘“‘ This is not a time 
for them. I do, however, accept your good 
Wishes and thank you heartily for their sin- 
cerity and cordiality.” 


Tells of His Plans. 

Gov. Glynn met the newspaper men late 
in the afternoon. To them he said he had 
m0 ‘aspirations to become the leader of 

“the Democratic party of the state. 

A shall be content to be governor,” he 

aid. I intend to move slowly and care- 
fully... 1 propose to be governor of all the | 
people first ani to serve the public. After 
that, of course, I am a Democrat.”’ ‘ 

Earlier in the afternoon he had issued a 
formal statement outlining briefly his fu- 
ture policy. : 
This is not an occasion for exultation,” 
he said, and I have no such feeling. To 
me it is an occasion of solemnity mixed with 
sadness. I am charged with the duties of 
governor, noi through any act or desire of 
mine, but because the law imposed the ob- 
ligation upon me under the distressing cir- 

cumstances thet have arisen.

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| Sulzer Hopes Public Opinion Will Reverse I mpeachment Verdict 


LBANY, N. V., Oct. F. - William Sul- 
rer, removed from the governorship, 
tonight issued the following state- 
ment regarding the fight made upon 
him: 1 

In response to requests from friends 
throughout the state for some expression 
from me I can only gay at this time that Iam 
glad that my trial is over. 

By virtue of a power beyond the present 
control of our electorate I now hand. back 
to the people the commission they gave me 
and I hand it back to them—untarnished and 
unsullied. 

My lips have been sealed for weeks, dur- 
ing which time I have patiently submitted in 
silence to abuse and villification. 

—— 

However, after stating my case to my 
counsel, and by their advice, on Aug. 11 I 
made the following statement: 

I deny that I used campaign contrite; 
butions for personal use. 

I deny that I speculated in Wall street 
or used money contributéd for campaign 
purposes to buy stocks either in my own 
name or otherwise. , 

I never had an account with Fuller & 
Gray or Boyer & Griswold. I never heard 
of these firms; do not know the members, 
and knew nothing about the transactions 
with these firms testified to before the 
Frawley committee until recently threat- 
ened with exposure and the alleged trans- 
actions were brought to my attention by 
the Frawley committee. . 

The stock matter with Harris & Fuller 
was not a speculative account, but a loan 
account made upon stocks as collateral, 
which stocks had been acquired and paid 
for years before my nomination for the 
oftice of governor and from other sources 
than Harris & Fuller. 

Certain checks given to me during the 
campaign were deposited to my personal 
account, and thereafter I paid the amount 
of sald checks to the campaign commit- 
tees. 

In filing my statement of receipts and 
disbursements with the secretary of state 
I relied upon information furnished me 
by the persons in immediate charge of my 
campaign and in whom I had, and still 
have, the most implicit confidence, and I 
believed the statement furnished by them 
to me at the time to be accurate and true. 

— 

“No legal evidence was adduced on the 
trial which disproved that statement, 
“Subsequently on Sept. 14 I gave out an- 
other statement, as follows: 

“The stories that I am going to re- 
sign are false and malicious.” The pur- 
pose in circulating them must be evident 
to any one. I am not going to resign. 

IT am going to stand trial. 

I have said some hard things about 
some of the senators, and they have said 
some hard things about me, but this is a 
trial, not a political fight. 

“ Ttey are both judges and jurors, and I 
believe most of them are large enough 
and honest enough to rise above any per- 
sonal feeling they may entertain toward 
me because of what I have said about 
them, and do me justice. 

l ; 

Those are the only statements-or inter- 

view# I have made or given out since the 

assembly by the orders of the boss passed 
the resolution of impeachment. 

„Ot course, when I issued the last state- 

ment on Sept. 14 I did not think Senator 

Wagner, Senator Frawley, Senator Ramsper- 

ger, Senator Sanner, Senator Brown, Senator 

Blauvelt, and Senator Thompson would act 

as my jurors and judges, as they were either 


interested personally in the outcome of my 
trial or had acted as my prosecutors and 
condemned me before trial, or on account of 
persona) grievances had expressed an opin- 
ion as to my guilt. 

“The impropriety of the senators voting 
for my conviction must be apparent, and in- 
validates the judgment, because. had they 
refused to vote—as a sense of decency should 
have induced them to do—I would not have 
been convicted on any one of the articles of 
impeachment. 

My trial, from beginning to end—so far 
as the Tammanyized part of the court was 
concerned—was a farce, a political lynching, 
the consummation of a deep laid political 
consp cy to oust me from office. Iam glad 
it is all over. I am tired of being calumni- 
ated, tired of being hunted and hounded, 
tired of trying to do my duty and being tra- 
duced. 

~o- 

„The court ruled ‘inst mein everything 
and ruled out everything in my. favor. The 
well settled rules of evidence were thrown to 
the windg. A horse thief in frontier days 
would have received a squarer deal. 

“Mr. Murphy controlled the assembly and 
‘ordered’ the impeachment. He controlled 
most of-the members of the court and dictated 
its procedure and wrote the judgment. He 
was the judge and the jury, the prosecutor 
and the bailiff. 

The meetings of the court were in secret 
and behind closed coors. It wasa star cham- 
ber proceeding, where the enemies of the state 
could work for my conviction undiscovered. 

They called it the high court of impeach- 
ment,’ but history will call it‘ Murphy's high 
court of infamy.’ The trial was a human 
shamble; a libel on law; a flagrant abuse of 
constitutional rights; a disgrace to our ciy- 
ilization; and the verdict overturned the safee 
guards of liberty and the precedents of three 
centurics. The judgment will not stand the 
test of time. The future historians will de 
me justice, and posterity will reverse the 
findings of the court.

There is a higher court than Murphy's 
the court of public opinion, I appeal from 
Murphy's court of political passion to the 
calmer judgment of the future and the sober 
reflection of public opinion. 

“When I declined to obey the orders of 
the ‘boss’ about patronage, when I refused 
to call off Hennessy and prevent further 
investigations of graft; and, finally, when 
I set in motion the wheels of the machinery 
of the courts to bring the criminals to justice 
and to stop the looting of the state, then, and 
not until then, did Mr. Murphy threaten me 
with degradation and with removal from of- 
fice. From that day to this all that money, 
all that power, all that influence could do to 
disgrace me and destroy me has been done. 
It is a long story, but it will all come out 
sooner or later. 

Mr. Murphy and the special interest 
which I antagonized have won a temporary 
victory; but the fight for reform and for hon- 
est government will goon. The farce of my 
trial will have a good effect in the end. It 
has opened the eyes of the people to the graft 
of millions of dollars annually and it will 
hasten the adoption of the initiative and the 
referendum; bring about the recall of public 
officials, including judges and fudicial de- 
cisions, and write upon the statute books 
other reforms, especially a direct primary 
law, so that the voters instead of the bosses 
will nominate as well as elect all public offi- 
cials. 
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“The people now know that the power +» 
nominate public officials is the power to con- 
trol those offices and that we cannot have 
honesty in the state of New York until the 


voters nominate and control all public offi- 
cials. , 

“As the governor I have been honest and 
faithful to my trust. No influence eould con- 
trol me in the performance of my duty but 
the dictates of my conscience. I have. lost 
‘my office, but I have kept my self-respect. 
I would rather lose the governorship than 
lose my soul; and no governor can serve 
God and mammon, the state and the special 
interests, the people and the boss; the visible 
and the invisible government. 

Let us indulge the hope that my. loss ot 
the governorship will be the people's gain. 
Misfortunes are often blessings in disguise. 
If my undoing by an arrogant and corrupt 
and desperate ‘boss’ shall be the humble 
means of forever destroying bossism in 
the state of New York I shall be conte it and 
feel that I have not struggled in vain for 
better things. 


— 

“When the court determined to exclude 
the evidence of Mr. Hennessy and thus pre- 
vented my establishing facts which would 
discredit the testimony of Mr. Peck and show 
his motive for telling an untruth, which 
would also disclose what had been discovered 
in the way of crime and corruption in the 
various departments of the state goyern- 
ment and which were largely the causes in 
bringing about my impeachment in order to 
prevent further disclosures and prosecutions, 
I became satisfied that it was useless to pre- 
sent myself as a witness because the defense 
that I could make, which I considered my 
best and most efficient means of clearing my 
name, would not be permitted to be told by 
me in court. 

Let me say here that I wanted to take 
the witness stand in my own behalf- Ve- 
cially to tell the story of my troubles witiwhe 
‘boss and to deny the Peck fabrication, the 
absurd story of Allan Ryan, and to explain 
the Morgenthau testimony. 

But I was finally persuaded not to do 80 
by those who have in view the real welfare 
of the state and because under the ruling 
of the court refusing to accept the teatimony 
of Mr. Hennesssy and other witnesses in my 
behalf it was apparent that my story of the 
reasons Murphy ‘ordered’ impeachment 
would also be ruled out as incompetent and 
inadmissible, and I was further advised 
that as no evidence against me had been ad- 
duced of ‘ willful and corrupt misconduct in 
office,’ that therefore I had committed no 
impeachable offense as the governor of the 
state and hence could not, on the evidence 
before the court, be legally or justly removed 
from office. 


— 

“ Those familiar with the facts can testify 
that Peck lied about me to save his job; that 
Morgenthau was fooled by the clever ruse of 
an unscrupulous enemy: and that Allan Ry- 
an was in Albany several days under the 
tutelage of astute counsel to aid the prose- 
cution at the psychological moment in any 
way desired. 

“ Suffice it to say that Allan Ryan came 
to see me; I did not go to see him and I 
never asked him, or any other man, to re- 
quest Benator Root or Delancy Nicoll to see 
Mr. Barnes or Mr. Murphy, or any one else 
for that matter, to do aught for me regarding 
the trial. 

“These matters were afterthoughts of the 
prosecution to injure my cause with the pub- 
lic and prejudice my case with the court. 

Another thing, every dollar given me, 
which I deposited to my personal account, 
was subsequently turned over by me to the 
committee in my office or to an agent of Mr. 
Murphy, or to the state committee. The truth 
about this is known. I will go into details 
later on. a 

It is now apparent that the stories put in 
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circulation regarding moneys given me when 
I was a candidate for governor were grossly 
exaggerated, industriously circulated, and 
prominently printed for the purpose of preju- 
dicing my case before the people. But never 
mind about that now. As Kipling said, 
‘That's another story.’ 

“Much has been said about my financial 
affairs. “I want to tell the public the truth 
about my financial condition, so that there 
will be no more falsehood about It. 


“ Before I was a candidate for the gov- 


ernorship I was in debt about $70,000 and 
had more assets than I have at present. 

„The truth is, I owe now as follows: 

L. M. Josephthals, $27,000; Rugh J. Reilly, 
$26,500; E. P. Meany, $10.000; A. E. Spriggs, 
$8,500; Ogilvie & Co., $3,000; small creditors, 
about $1,600. 

“This makes a total of $76,€00, besides the 
cost of my trial.

„own no real estate, no mortgages, no 
stocks or bonds, and no other assets, save an 


Equlty insurance on stock in two small min- 


ing camps. This mining stock has no market 
value. I have been unfortunate in mining’ 
matters and in so far as I could, got out of 
them last year. 

„ had on deposit in the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust company before my nomination over 
$11,000; I have on deposit there now not much 
more; and that is all the money I possess. 
Take it all in all, I am poorer today than 
I ~was before the fight for the governorship 
began last fall. . 

Had I wanted to make money out of my 
campaign for governor, I certainly would 
not have rejected as I did offers of donations 
from several citizens of upwards of $100,000— 
and borrowed the money I did from Reilly 
and Meany and several others. 

The court ruled out all testimony con- 
cerning these large sums of money offered to 
me by Judge Beardsley and others, and 
which I declined at the time to accept for 
good and sufficient reasons.

“I want to thank Judge Cullen and the 
members of the court who voted for my 
vindication, the able lawyers who stood by 
me and gave me wise counsel, and the friends 
of good govefnment throughout the state 
whose belief in my honesty and whose faith 
in} the rectitude of my intentions never 
wavered. 

Just a few words in conclusion. I have 


for honest government; I have kept the faith; 
I have been true to my official oath: I have 
stood by the people; I have dared to defy 
Boss Murphy, and I did it in the face of 
threats of exposure and personal destruction. 

Had I but served the boss with half the 
zeal I did the state, I, William Sulzer, never 
would have been impeached. 

Looking back over it all, Iam frank to say 
that I now realize I should have been more 
careful in some matters last fall, but I was 
so busy in the campaign that I gave no heed 
to details and trusted others, some of whom 
have proved treacherous; but so far as my 
administration of the governorship is con- 
cerned, I have no regrets, as my conscience 
ie clear and tells me truly that I have done 
no wrong, but my whole duty fearlessly and 
honestly, day in and day out, to all the people 
of the state, as God gave me the light to see 
the right. 

At some future and more opportune time 
I promise to make a further public state- 
ment, and I am inclined to the conclusion that 
I would rather express my views from the 
platform, where I can look into the eyes of 
the people and they can look into mine and 
judge for themselves whether I am telling the 
truth.“

{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 17.—The cabinet ad- 
journed its meeting today after refusing to 
accept Huerta’s resignation. The reason 
given by them was that there is no other 
man capable of holding things down during 
the present crisis in Mexico. Huerta will 
continue in power until the result of the 
coming election is known. 


WAR TALK IS DENIED. 

Washington, wv. C., Oct. 17.—[Special.]—A 
report was circulated here today that at the 
meeting of the diplomatic corps in Mexico 
City yesterday representatives of all the in- 
terested powers save one agreed to call upon 
the United States to effect an adjustment of 
the Mexican situation through armed inter- 
vention. 

The power which, according to this report, 
refused to indorse this program was Great 
Britain, which had announced through Sir 
Lionel Garden, its diplomatic representative 
at Mexico City, that it should regard the im- 
prisonment of the 110 deputies by President 
Huerta as merely a domestic affair of the 
Mexican government. 


Denies Armed Intervention Report. 

This armed intervention report was em- 
phatically denied at the state department. 

On the highest authority it can be stated 
that the president tonight has no report from 
Mr. O'Shaughnessy on any concerted action 
which several of the powers have agreed 


upon.

It was asserted, however, that most of the 
diplomats in the conference Wednesday 
thought it advisable to ask for legation 
guards, but that the British and American 
representatives did not agree with the sug- 
gestion. 

Special Envoy Lind’s report on Huerta's 
willingness to resign, which he telegraphed 
from Vera Cruz on Wednesday, but which 
did not reach the president until today, was 
vague in character. He did not state that he 
had been informed of Huerta’s intentions 
by any official of the Mexican administra- 
tion and merely transmitted his information 
for what it might be worth. 


Urges Armed Protectorate. 

Int’ rnational settlement of Mexican affairs 
by armed protectorate, if necessary, was 
urged in the house today by Representative 
Sherwood, Democrat, Ohio. 

“A crisis is now on that calls for imme- 
diate action on the part of the United 
States,“ he said. ‘One of three courses is 
open to us—to raise the embargo on arms 
and encourage the Mexicans in their natural 
desires to kill each other; to enter the coun- 
try for armed intervention; or codperate 
With the other nations of the wécld in exer- 
cising a control that will allow the establish- 
ment of a firm government.” 


Two Americans Slain. 

Guadalajara, Mexico, Oct. 17.—Two Amer- 
ican citizens and one Mexican were killed on 
Tuesday as the result of a feud at Hostotipa- 
quillo, a mining camp in the state of Jalisco, 
about eighty miles to the northwest of this 
city. Twenty-five foreignere were threatened 
with extermination. 

The dead Americans are Thomas Barrett, 


a mine manager, and William Kendall, ¢ 
mine employé.

It 
was his first version of what took place be- 
tween midnight Wednesday and noon of 
Thursday. His story then was that his wife 
first had shot herself and that he, carrying 
out their suicide compact, had tried to kill 
himself. In the morning, after another talk 


with the police, he decided to make a clean 
_ breast of his crime. 


He confided to the hospital physicians his 
physical condition. He is suffering with the 
disease of which “ Damaged Goods treata 
He contracted it after the birth of his chil- 
dren and he took care that his wife should 
be spared. She, however, knew his secret. 

The disease, he told the doctora, had af- 
fected his mind. The thought his wife knew 
the trouble became a specter in their family 
life.

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How Is Tenant to Know Wheth- 
er to Withhold Part of 
Rent? 


Real estate firms and renting agents yes- 
terday joined Chicago bankers in worrying 
about the Income tax law which was put 
into effect automatically by the signature of 
the president. 

The dilemma resolves itself into a question 
of how the law can be obeyed to the letter 
without risking the loss of friendly relations 
with valued customers, if not actual litiga- 
tion, and how the law in its most troublesome 
aspects can de. disobeyed without certain 
prosecution by the government. 

Instead of leaving collection of the tax to 
the honesty of the bachelor who is receiving 
more than $3,000 a year and the benedick wne 
is receiving more than $4,000, the law makes 
the tax collectible at the tource.“ In the 
case of collection on interest due on bonds 
that means the bank which, as agent of the 
company, pays out the interest to the bond- 
holder, must deduct the amount of the tax 
from its payment. 


Renting Agent Tells Troubles. 

Well, if the banks are worried what do 
you think of us? said a ruffied renting agent. 
The tenant is just as much a source’ at 
the bank, and it is his plain duty to withnold 
a percentage of his term rent if the land- 
lord’s income exceeds $3,000 or $4,000. He 
has to go to the expense of forwarding it to 
the government. 

And here's another worry for him: There 
is a difference of legal opinion on whether all 
landlords are amenable alike to the opera- 
tion ot the law. If the landlord is a corpora- 
tion, then it is already paying a corporation 
tax, and this might be considered as a sub- 
stitute for paying the income tax. Then 
again it might not. My two lawyers advise 
me in exactly opposite ways, and neither one 
is certain he is right. What chance has a 
layman? } 


Some Funny Features. 

“Tt may look funny to you, and I suppose 
there are funny features. I'm too sore to see 
them.

Why, there must be a million or two in- 
vestors in this country, most of them hold- 
ing investments in a number of different 
properties.

Ald. Irwin R. Hazen surprised the council 
committee on buildings yesterday. He an- 
nounced himself as attorney for a prop- 
| erty owner for whom he was seeking a coun- 
cil order for a permit to occupy a theater 
not in conformity with the building code. 
Veterans of the council said they could not 
recall a similar case. 

The theater in question is at 5745 West 
Chicago avenue, and is owned by S. N. Scott. 
It was erected as a vaudeville house, with a 
full equipped stage. The ordinances require 
that a theater of this class have an open 
space ten feet wide on one side. 

Ald. Hazen said Scott thought he would 
have no difficulty in obtaining this space 
from an adjoining property owner, but when 
he had his building up a price of $10,000 was 
put on it, 

A year ago the council passed an order 
permitting the use of the theater for moving 
picture shows, with the fireproof curtain 


fastened down and the stage notin use. That 


permit expired on Oct. 1, and the alderman 
asked another of a similar nature. 

The building department approved the or- 
der, and it was passed for the period ending 
Dec. 31, 1915. Ald. Hazen had three other or- 
ders before the committee, but action was de- 
ferred on them. 

The committee will hold a public hearing 
next Friday afternoon on the theater venti- 
lation ordinance, which has been attacked.

Recites Belief of Amerigans That

Washington, D. C., Oct. 17.—1Special.j— 
Representative Sabath cf Chicago today in- 
troduced a jo.nt resolution ordering the sec- 
retary, of state o inform the Russian govern- 
ment that the United States believes to be 
false the charges of ritual murder pre- 
ferred against Mendel Belliss, a Jew, ina 
trial now progressing at Kleff. 
cue resolution was referred to the house 
committee on foreign affairs. The chairman 
of thia committee is Representative Flood of 
Virginia. One of its members ia Jefferson M. 
Levy of New York, a Jew. 


Points to Regret in This Country. 

The preambie of the resolution recites: 

“The people of the United States have 
learned with keen regret that on the trial 
of Mendel Beiliss, now being conducted at 
Niet, Russia, an attempt is being made to 


. indict the Jewish race by introducing an out- 


rageous and unfounded charge that the Jews 
have practiced ritual murder.“ 

“The civilized world is eroused by this 
faise and senseless accusation that the Jews 
use the blood of Christians in any of their 
religious rites. 

Religious a nd nonreligious bodies 
throughout the United States are holding 
massmeetings and adopting resolutions of 
protest against this absurd charge and prom- 
nent men of our nation are expressing their 
indignation at this preposterous accusation. 

“It is manifest that the object sought to 
be accomplished by this accusation is to cre- 
ate prejudice in the minds of the Russian 
subjects against the Jewish people. 


Recalls Massacres in the Past. 

“In the past when similar accusations 
have been made they have always been fol- 

‘lowed by the massacre of thousands of inno- 
cent Jewish men, women, and children, and 
the destruction of their property. 

“It is believed that the continuation of 
such charges will have a tendency to bring 
about a repetition of these outrages.”’ 

The resolution then declares it the sense 
of the American congress that the princi- 
ples of eternal justice and the interests of 
civilization demand that these false, sense- 
less, and unfounded charges and accuga- 
tions that this man or any other Jew was 
ever guilty of ‘ritual murder’ be with- 
drawn.” 

The secretary of state ie “ authorized and 
instructed to convey through our ambassa- 
dor at St Petersburg the sentiments and feel- 
ings of the American people as voiced and 
expressed by their representatives in con- 
gress.” 


Call Trial Another Persecution. 
This trial at Kieff, said- Mr. Sabath, in 
speaking of his attempt to force this govern- 
ment to intervene, is but an incident in the 
long series of Jewish persecutions carried on 
‘by the government and people of Russia. 
Whenever the discontented classes in Russia 
are about to rise against the government the 
‘@ligarchy there seeks to divert attention 
by beginning a persecution of the Hebrews. 
In this way the ignorant classes have their 
minds turned to religious prejudices rather 
than to the ills of government and the upris- 
. ing is forgotten in the common attack on the 
Jewish race. | 
It works like this: Many of those who 
have staged massacres against the Hebrews 
in the past live in remote regions and are 
‘Ignorant. The ‘ ritual murder’ case is now 
alleged to concern the killing of only one 
Christian boy, but by the time the fomenters 
_ of trouble go into the remote districts to in- 
flame the classes the story will have been 
exaggerated to involve at least 100 Chris- 
tlans. 


Fears Outrages Will Result. 

“Then the inevitable will happen. There 

will sweep over Russia another era of out- 
rages against the Hebrew people, and a 
storm of religious prejudice, during which 
the brewing rebellion against the govern- 
ment will be side tracked. This has hap- 
pened time and again, in various ways, al- 
though this is the first instance of which I 
am aware thet a Hebrew has been charged 
‘with committing a ‘ritual murder.’ 

“I regard the Russian oligarchy as pri- 
marily responsible both for this trial and for 
thé past outrages.” 

Senator Aciiirst of Arizona and Senator 
Vardaman of Mississippi are considering in- 
troducing resolutions similar to Mr. Sabath‘'s 
when the senate meets tomorrow.

SULZER REMOVED. 

Judge Cullen, presiding in the impeach- 
ment court, stated the predicament of many 
nonlegal minds when he said, virtually, that 
the trial of Sulzer disclosed the moral unfit- 
ness of the man for office without giving his 
judges legal grounds for voting him guilty. 

I am constrained to find,” he said, “ that 

the respondent did take advantage of his 
nomination and candidacy for office to seek 
personally to enrich himself by diverting con- 
tributions which he received for campaign 
purposes. I find that the respondent know- 
ingly signed a false statement. And I find 
that he did verify this statement under oath, 
knowing it to be false. However, I must vote 
not guilty.” 

Judge Cullen found that a perjurer, cheat, 
and hypocrite had been elected and inaugu- 
rated as governor of New York, but that the 
impeachment proceedings had not developed 
évidence of his misdeeds in office. They dis- 
closed his character, but not his offenses— 
as governor. 

The majority of the court, governed by 
whatever motides, voted to remove him from 
office. If legalism has been disregarded, jus- 
tice need not shriek. All that it will pay 
New York to consider with regard to Sulzer 
is the manner in which Tammany paid him 
off—without dropping any tears for the vie- 
tim or losing sight of the victor. 


THE GIRL OF TODAY. 
The character of the American girl is 
more and more being molded in the shop, in

writer. This does not make the girl less at- 
tractive. In her view it adds to girlish 
eharms. The modern girl, with her confi- 


dence and poise, is far more attractive than 
wag the girl that was described as being“ a 
slight, helpless creature,” she says.

renunciation irrevocable before he is per- 
mitted to take the new throne of Bruns- 
wick. — 
Wilhelm seems to realize that there is 
point of large honor and small consequence 
iu the determination of the Duke of Cum- 

berland not to perniit his son to renounce 
family claim and submit tamely to the 
final extermination of an ancient and ence 
powerful state in Germany, not even for 
the price of a new kingdom along with 
the honor of being the emperor’s son-in- 
law.

When the ques 
tion of Prussian or Austrian supremacy in 
Germany went to the final shock, all Prus- 
sia asked of Hanover was neutrality and 
the fact that the kingdom threw its lot 
with Austria made its destruction necessary 
to Prussian success. 

The conditions of Prussian supremacy 
in the German empire now are such that 
the Hanoverian kingdom, restored to its 
old prestige, might do nothing more than 
salve the pride of the family which bas a 
claim on its throne. 

Therefore, Hanover, or such Hanoverians 
as were interested, might ha ve hoped that 
some day the kingdom would be restored, 
The kaiser seems to have been convinced 
that the marriage of his daughter to Prince 
Ernst and the establishment of the throne 
of Brunswick for the young folks would 
cure all the troubles and the Hanover claim, 
if not irritated by undiplomatic arrogance, 
Would sleep and die. 

The crown prince is intemperate and 
he is young enough to see something men- 
acing the solidity of the empire and the 
supremacy of Prussia in an affair that obvi- 
ously is one more of family pride than of im- 
perial politics, Wilhelm was considerate 
and indulgent; his son is exasperating. 


THE SUPREME COURT ELECTION.. 
Next Monday the voters of the Fifth Su- 
preme court district must elect one of the 
seven men who will constitute the final court 
of appeals in Illinois for the next five years. 
The three candidates, running on party 
tickets unfortunately, are OC. C. Craig, Dem- 
ocrat, whose candidacy is advocated as repre- 
senting the Democratic political machine, 
strongly indorsed by Gov. Dunne: Arthur 
‘Shay, Progressive, who is presented to the 
voters on the theory that he is committed on 
the constitutionality of the woman suffrage 
law and of certain other measures not yet 
passed by the legislature; and Leslie J. Pu- 
terbaugh, Republican; collaborator with his 
father in the great law text book, “ Puter- 
baugh on Pleading and Practice,” for many 
years a member of the Circuit court, and 
recently a member of the Appellate court 
until he resigned office to become a candidate 
for the Supreme bench. 
While Mr. Shay, the Progressive nominee, 
is receiving support on the theory that he has 
prejudged the woman suffrage bill and 
bound himself to vote for it on the Supreme 
bench, and Mr. Craig is clos® to the anti- 
suffrage-liquor interests, Mr. Puterbaugh 
has acted in the way which Tue Trisune 
thinks is the only way for a candidate for 
the: bench to act, and has refused to give 
judgment on a case upon which he has not 
heard the arguments or read the briefs. 
In advocating Mr. Shay’s candidacy, his 
supporters are appealing to an existing an- 
tagonism towards the courts because of cer 
tain mistaken and overtechnical decisions in 
matters mainly constitutional. |

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FAINTING. 

AINTING is caused by too little blood 
in the brain. It is no respecter of 
age and may occur at any time or 
place. It is of rather common occur- 
rence, but rarely fatal. Dizziness, 

paleness, and sighing breathing unconscious- 
ly point the way. When theseoccur if relief 
is undertaken at once the attack can some- 
times be made less severe, if not warded off. 

Fainting usually makes the sufferer un- 
4 conscious for only a few seconds or min- 
utes. However, it may last for an hour or 
even more. While in the state of fainting 
the pulse is extremely weak or lost, and the 
breathing is exceeding shallow and gome- 
times seems to cease, 

— { 

Fainting usually requires no treatment. 
Nature puts the person who faints in the best 
position for recovery—that is, lying down. 
Where this is prevented from happening of 
itself some one should bring it about. 

The object in laying a fainting person on 
the floor ‘is to cause the blood to flow to the 
brain by gravitation, thus relieving the heart 
of the work necessary to take it there. 

It should be remembered that the heart is 
under a great strain when one is attacked by 
a fainting spell. The load can be taken off 
the heart by removing heavy wraps and 
tight clothing, such as collars, corsets, etc. 

Sprinkling cold water on the face and the 
free use of smelling salts, camphor, etc., also 
help. 

— ' 

In a recent number of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association Hawkins dis- 
cusses a simple method for the relief of or- 
dinary fainting which he saw used in a Len- 
don hospital. He says: 

It was the custom to havea vacant chair 
beside the surgeon, who, when be noticed 
the condition of the patient, would have him 
seated in a chair, and the surgeon or his as- 
sistant would press the patient's head down 
between his [the patient’s] knees, thereby 
lowering the head below the trunk, and, by 
forcibly flexing the head on the chest, retard 
the returned circulation and thus relieve 
anemia of the brain. Holding down the head 
for a minute is sufficient. This 
method works beautifully in a crowded room 
or car.“ 

~ 

When a person falls down as a result of a 
fainting attack he or she should be permitted 
to remain in that position. Bystanders who, 
thinking to help the afflicted, raise the head 
and place a pillow or other article under it 
only do harm. It is far better to elevate the 
hips and feet, as this assists the blood in run- 
ning to the brain.

C. B. writes: “I am thrown in contact 
with some poor foreigners, and one asked m- 
if I knew where he could have an X-ray 
photograph taken of his stomach. He thinks 
there is something wrong there, and would 
like to ascertain just what the trouble is. He 
is poor and would like to have it done for the 
least amount possible. Can you advise some 
clinic hospital where he could go?“

Most hospitals are equipped with Xray ma- 
ones. The county hospital here makes X-ray 
@zaminations without charge for those of fta pa- 
tients requiring it. The hospital in Gary probably 
would do the same thing. If the man oan pay 
a fee a little over the cost of the plates he ca} 
have an X-ray examination in almost any large 
hospital here or in Indiana. 

Stomach trouble usually can be with- 
out X-reye. Physical examinetion and chemical 
tests generally suffice. He could certainly get 
thet service in the Gary hospital or in the Mercy 
or Wesley hospital in Chicago with but little es- 
pense.

places in Hertfordshire, and has been ‘n the 
possession of the Lytton family since the 
days of Henry VII., when Sir Robert Lyttcn

She had three sons. William, who inherited 
his father’s property and who is representel 
by the Bulwers of Hydon in Norfolkshire; 
Henry, who married the niece of the first 
Duke of Wellingtop, entered the diplomatic 
service, spent seven years in Washington as 
British envoy to the United States, and died 
without issue, as Lord Dalling. 


— 

The third son, Edward, was the famous 
novelist. He was his mother's favorite. Ile 
inherited her estate of Knebworth park, and, 
with the consent of the erown, assumed at 
her instance the name and the armorial bear- 
ings of the Lytton family. 

For his services as secretary of state for the 
colonies he was raised to the peerage as Lord 
Lytton. 

His son, who died as ambassador to France 
after having served a term as viceroy of 
India, was advanced to the earldom of Lyt- 
ton, and was celebrated in the world of let- 
ters both as a novelist and a poet under the 
pen name of Owen Meredith.“ 

His eldest son in turn, Victor, a godson of 
Queen Victoria, is the present earl and owner 
of Knebworth park. 

Lord Lytton is not rich and has rented 
Knebworth park ever since he succeeded to 
the possession thereof. Among his tenants 
for a number of years was Lord Strathcona.

The grand duke is established at Kneb- 
worth with his morganatic wife and children. 
The lady was a Mile, Krassinska, daughter 
of a petty noble and landowner of the Kleff 
district, who has been divorced in turn by 
Sergius Mamontoff, a Moscow millionaire, 
and by Count Cheremetieff, a young fellow 
officer of the grand duke in his regiment of 
the Chevaliers de la Garde of the empress, 

Grand Duke Michael has not been deprived 
of any of his honors and dignities, although 
he gave great offense to his brother, the em - 
peror, by marrying the Countess Chereme- 
tieff in defiance of his prohibition. 

He has, however, been relieved of the active 
command of his regiment, and the 
tration of his property has been vested in the 
hands of trustees, chief of whom is his 
brother-in-law, Grand Duke Alexander 
Michaelovitch, a recent visitor to the United 
States. 

These trustees accord to Michael the in- 
come of his estates, the object of this meas- 
ure being to prevent him from entirely alien- 
ating them for the benefit of his wife and 
family. 

The czar has also canceled the ukase, is- 
sued a number of years ago, according to 
which Michael was to be associated with the 
empress in the regency and in the guard- 
ianship of the czarovitch, in the event of the 
death of the emperor. 8

Moreover, King George has always 
liked him, and offered no objections what- 
soever to his taking up his residence in Eng- 
land. 

The widowed empress’ decision to spend 
henceforth a portion of each year in Eng- 
land is attributed not only to her desire to 
be with her sister, Queen Alexandra, but also 
to be near her younger son, Michael, whom 
she is credited with having always preferred 
to her other children. He has never been 
particularly strong in health, and as such 
has been an object of her particular care and 
solicitude, 

~~? 

Some confusion is liable to result, owing 
to the fact that there is another Russian 
Grand Duke Michael, a second cousin of the 
czar—namely: Michael Michaelovitch, who 
also makes his home in England, at Ken- 
a Hampstead, in the outskirts of Lon- 

on. 

He, however, took up his residence abroad 
because hé was banished by Czar Alexander 
III. for marrying, in defiance of his orders, 
Countess Sophie Merenberg. now Countcss 
Torby. He was also deprived of all his mill- 
tary honors, and foreign courts and govern- 
ments, as well as the Russian embassies 
abroad, were requested to withhold from him 
the honors due to a grand duke of the reign- 
ing house. 

These disciplinary measures against him 
were repealed a few years ago by the pres- 
ent emperor, largely through the interven- 
tion in his behalf of King Edward. 

This Grand Duke Michael stands on a far 
less intimate or favored footing with the 
reigning family of England than is the case 
with the emperor’s brother, Michael Alex- 
androvitch. 

— 

Prince Joseph de Caraman, who through 
the death of his father, last Monday, has bo- 
come chief of the second apd Belgian branch 
of the ducal and princely house of Caraman- 
Chimay, is 19 years of age and half Ameri- 
can. His mother was Clara Ward of Detroit, 
Mich., daughter and heiress of that Capt. 
Eben R. Ward who owned the largest fleet 


_ of freighters on the Great Lakes. 


Every one recalis the wreck of the union of 
Clara Ward and of the late Prince de Chimay, 
her intrigues with the late King Leopold and 
with others, and her elopement and marriage 
to the Tsigane Rigo. 

Her divorce from him, her subsequent mur. 
riage to Riccardo, an Italian railroad em- 
ployé, whom she also sued for divorce; her 
appearance in vaudeville, her expulsion by 
the police from several countries as an un- 
desirable alien, and the police prohibition of 
her appearance on the stage in living pictures 
at Paris have all been recounted over and 
ever again in the press during the last two 
decades. The story is not pleasant reading. 

The lAte Prince de Chimay, her ex-husband, 
was in receipt of $15,000 a year alimony from 
her, which was awarded to him by the Bel- 
gian courts at the time of his divorce in 1897, 
and she was compelled by the same tribunal 
to settle immediately a sum of $150,000 upon 
the two children of the union—namely: the 
fifth and present Prince de Chimay and his 
22 year old alster. Countess Marie de Chimay. 

The young prince will probably inherit a 
still further share of the large fortune of 
his mother, although he has seen nothing of 
her since she deserted his father.

Chief among his possessions is the grand 
old chateau of Chimay, in the Province of 
Hainault, near the French border. It is one 
of the finest feudal places in Belgium. 

In the middie ages it was the principal 
stronghold of the ducal house of Croy, from 
whom it passed, by marriage, to the D’Aren- 
bergs in the seventeenth century, — 
From them it went to the ancient princely 
house of Chimay, whose last survivor mar-

While in the old country I embarked in 
no business of any kind, nor did 1 do any 
work for pay. .

In a petition for naturalization an alien must 
allege that he has ‘' resided continuously in the 
United States of America for a term of five years 
at least immediately preceding the date of his pe- 
titlem, 2 « - 

The fourth subdivision of section 4 of the nat- 
uralization act of June 29, 1906, provides that it 
shall be made to appear to the satisfaction of the 
court admitting any alien to citizenship that im- 
mediately preceding the date of his application he 
has resided continuously within the United States 
five years at laat. The naturalization law 
makes no provision for any exception to these re- 
quirements; The question of whether or not 3 
temporary absence from the United States will 
break the continuity of residence is one for the court 
to determine upon final hearing of the petition.

~The pending election for a justice the 
Supreme court in the Fifth judicial diatrict 
of this state is naturally a matter of interest 
and importance to all our peopie.

It is true our court of last resort is in a pe- 
cullar sense the guardian of our constitution 
and may determine whether legislation is or 
is not compatible with that instrument. Just 
now it is eaid the validity of the law granting 
a restricted right of suffrage to women may 
be called in question before the Supreme 
court and that therefore it is important to 
elect a judge with a view to his opinions on 
this subject, 

A candidate for judge ought not to have any 
opinion on a question that may come before 
bim judicially until he te possessed of the 
facts and the law in the particular case; nor 
ought a judge to be selected with reference to 
hig supposed opinions upon a particular ques- 
tion. This might be more excusable if his 
term were very short and thus the relative 
importance of the decision of the particular 
question to hie other duties was larger. 

The fact about it is that in most cases com- 
ing before the courts there is no really publio 
question of general interest involved. 

The judge who is fit for his office acquires 
in the patient and careful examination of or- 
dinary cases that come before him the habit 
of hearing before he decides and making up 
bie mind on all the facts and the law as the 
case is presented. If he isa good judge, when 
a public question arises he pursues the same 
method. 

While it is doubtless true that judges are 
sometimes affected by partisan considera- 
tions, to the extent that this is true it is

‘ONDUCTOR STOCK made happy ‘choice 
for the program which opened the Chi- 
cago orchestra's season yesterday aft- 
ernoon in Orchestra hall. It was a joy- 
ous program, defining for the earnest 

aisciple of the art those keen delights that 
are renewed each year with the autumn’s first 
concerts. And for the casual music lover who 
chinks of symphony with furrowed brow 
and fear in his heart this program also had 
qa message.

The conductor's claims to a position among 
authoritative masters of orchestra are evidenced 
first by the technical and musical virtues of the

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— But they rest on surer foundation. To 
conduct such a program from memory is a feat 
that commands the respect of the most casual 
listener. To recreate such varied wealth of 
beauty out of his own consciousness, yet to 
retain in each number the salient character- 
istics of its composer, proves that it is no trick 
of facile memory that is thus exploited, but the 
assurance of a complete and final conviction 
that speaks. 

It speaks convincingly because Mr. Stock ap- 
proaches every orchestral expression as a prob- 
lem in melodic eloquence. Himself a master of 
instrumental effect, as his compositions have 
proved, he makes all the lights and colors of 
the orchestra tributary factors in an unending 
stream of - melody. His interpretative art 
achieves orchestral song. Therefore its appeal 
is felt by the layman with scarcely less force 
than by the musician. 4

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Stirs Episcopalians. 

EW YORK, Oct. 17.— [Special. I— The cre- 

ation of a final court Of appeals in mat- 

ters touching faith, doctrine, and wor- 

ship brought to the front in the Episco- 

pal convention today the legal experts 
among the deputies. 

Justice Andrews of New York spoke for more 
than an hour. Others were Francis Lynde Stet- 
son, New York; the Rev. Dr. W. M. Groton, 
Philadelphia, and the Rev. Edward L. Parsons, 
California. 

It was brought out that in the whole history 
of the Episcopal church only three heresy trials 
have been held, and deputies thought a court 
unnecessary. 

The Rev. Dr. Leighton Park, New York, sald 
such a court would be like a nation’s army; hav- 
ing it, the nation would go to war to use it. 
Heresy trials might become epidemic in the 
Episcopal church. 

The Philadelphia deputy, referring to laymen 
as members of the proposed court, said the the- 
ology of laymen was the worst theology of all. 
The question was not settled, but it is consid- 
ered unlikely that the court will be established. 


— 

The convention finally disposed of the prov- 
ince matter, creating eight in the whole country. 
It also ended once for all the change of name 
propositions. The committee asserted it was 
unwilling to.report any propositions until the 
two-thirds amendment to the constitution af- 
fecting the prayer book its finally disposed of. 
This ends the matter for three years at least. 

When the Rev. Hudson &tuck of Alaska arose 
for-the first time in this convention to speak he 
was cheered for five minutes. He opposed a 
matter in the province plan affecting Alaska. 
The convention agreed with him and granted 
his plea. There are expectations by some of his 
friends that this convention may elect him to 
one of the vacant bishoprics, No efforts what- 
ever are made by any one in hfs behalf, however.

The deputies voted by rising in silence that 
the Episcopal church recommend to Christian 
people of America the stopping of all business 
for five minutes on Good Friday each year as a 
memorial of Christ's sacrifice. The time sug- 
gested is 3 to 5 o'clock in the afternoon. The 
proposition came from the diocese of Pittsburgh 
and wae presented by the Rev. Dr. J. H. Mell- 
vaine of that city. 

Appointments, resignations, and transfers of 
prelates were considered by the house of 
bishops. Bishop Edward William Osborne of 
the diocese of Springfield, Ill, resigned because 
of age and infirmity. Bishop Joseph M. Francis 
of the diocese of Indianapolis asks to be trans- 
ferred to a climate more favorable to his fam- 
ily. 

The house of bishops took into full commun- 
ion with the church the island of Hayti, 
which, with San Domingo, will be made part of 
the missionary district of Porto Rico.

T is time to get out all the old cabbage 

recipes for making mock cauliflower, imita- 

tion Brussels sprouts, etc. The most aristo- 

cratic and most expensive (costs four times 

as much as cabbage) vegetable on the mar- 
ket at present is the “celery cabbage.” Its 
leaves have the daintiest of cabbage flavor, end 
imitation would not be difficult. 

The new growers of things are displaying a 
good deal of imagination. Luther Burbank has 
more imitators than one can guess. This new 
vegetable, a solid head like a long club, is really 
an old friend which has risen in the world. It 
is, says one who knows, nothing else than the 
Swiss chard, and when it appeared last year for 
the first time it was called by that name. But 
it resembles the ordinary Swiss chard, which 
many a city farmer grows in his backyard, and 
from single stocks of which he cuts greeas 
more than once in the season. much as the 
most highly bleached head lettuce resembles 
the best leaf lettuce.

It seems almost extravagant to cook a vege 
table that is so expensive, since it can be eaten 
raw, but it is delicious cooked even when cnily 
plain buttered. Cooked “au jus” (in bouillon) 
after being slightly blanched, then served with 
little lozenges of prepared marrow as a Far- 
nish, it could hardly be told from the European 
cardon and celery cooked in the same way. . 

Cooked in plain salt and water it is some 
what like the fine, tender, green English. cab- 
bage, which is, of course, served plain in Eng- 
land, as per English principle, and is yet highly 
palatable because so tender and savory of it- 
self. More than one writer on the cabbage has 
spoken of the fact that we grow so few varie- 
ties of cabbage, the white or sauerkraut variety 
being the only kind generally raised.

“Celery Cabbage. Best thing out. No other 
variety of cabbage compares with it for cold 
slaw.

The greatest difference between the ordinary 
cabbage and this new sort is that the leaf of 
the celery cabbage is mainly stem or midrib. 
The lower part has not even a slight ruffle of 
leaf on it, but up the stem a few inches the 
ruffie begins to appear. Yet even at the top 
it is only a few inches wide. ‘ 
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Henry Finck, in talking about desirable raw 
foods, in his book, “Foods and Flavor,” says: 

Many. however, are not aware that the best 
thing about a cabbage is the core, eaten raw.” 

Perhaps we have not considered the cabbage 
from the point of .view of the value of the 
midrib of its leaves as well as its inner part. 
The midribs and core of the cabbage, which 
are often taken out when it is cut up for cold 
slaw, may be cooked and served with white 
sauce, as are both celery and the cardons, which 
are grouped together as to cooking. At any 
rate left over they are good for flavoring the 
soup and perhaps they might be blanched by 
boiling five minutes in water to take out their 
strong taste; then cooked in soup stock and 
served as a garnish with boiled meat. 

Half a cabbage is often all one makes up in 
cold slaw. What shall be done with the rest? 
A fine economist wraps it in paraffin paper, as

ECHNICALLY speaking, the United 

States and Great Britain will have 

had, in 1914, 

YEARS OF Pac,“ but Henry 

Cabot Lodge in a few pages of re- 
view of the relations between the two 
countries shows that, practically speaking, 
there was intense bitterness of feeling preva- 
lent in the earlier years. Peace, technically 
speaking, means absence of war; practically 
speaking, there was no peace between the 
countries for long periods of time. Robert 
Southey, Sydney Smith, Mrs. Trollope, and 
Capt. Hall led a war of words against our 
country in the magazines and books of Eng- 
land. In the early years everything Ameri- 
can was unworthy, crude, ¢oarse—even im- 
moral. Savage replies were made to their 
wordy attacks, many of which were perfect- 
ly true. But that fact did not decrease the 
bitter hatred Americans had for the British 
in those early years. 

Of all the writers who stirred savage re- 
plies Dickens was the greatest, and previous- 
ly the most esteemed in the United States. 
People here recognized him as a great genius 
and had given him a fine reception in his 
tour of the United States. For these reasons 
nothing could have hurt Americans’ feelings 
more than his American Notes and Mar- 
tin Chuzzlewit,” in which he spoke, at many 
points with entire truth and justice, but 
against Americans, after he had gone back 
to English shores. Even Emerson, calm 
and intellectual, was stirred to a reply. 

In “One Hundred Years of Peace it is 
shown that this early sensitiveness to Great 
Britain’s adverse, if sometimes true, criti- 
cism has of late years gradually grown into 
a cold but cheerful indifference. It is also 
shown that Great Britain is more respectful 
of the United States, as shown in the prod- 
ucts of her latter-day writers, such as James 
Bryce in his “ American Commonwealth,” 
because we really have improved and be 
cause much of the criticism which was per- 
fectly just then would not be true now. (Mac- 
millan.)

student or traveler. Mr. Enock is an Eng- 
lishman who has edited a series of larger 
books, each dealing with a separate nation. 
and he has made first hand research into all 
matters pertaining to South and Central 
America. | 

The work is admirably proportioned and 
well carried out and the author has looked 
upon his huge task with a broad view and 
with calmness of judgment. In sixteen chap- 
ters he has taken up the various countries 
and discussed their characteristics, physical, 
political, industrial, and sociological, to- 
gether with dissertations on their history 
such as the Incas, archeology, etc. He has 
furnished us with statistics, reasonably re- 
cent, and described yarious political and 
other movements which have important 
bearing on the nations’ progress. The inter- 
relations of these republics and their rela- 
tions with the rest of the world are also 
made clear.

What will interest the casual reader as 
much as anything else in the book.is the last 
chapter, in which the author writes of the 
“ sociology and future ot these countries. 
He points out the great contrast between the 
mass of the people with their ignorance and 
their dire poverty and the small ruling class 
with its great wealth and its love of pleas- 
ure. 

The unthinking foreigner who stops for a 
few days in Buenos Aires or Rio is carried 
away by the electric lights, the gay aping of 
European luxury and the apparent great 
strides in commerce and progress, but he does 
not see much of the degradation of the great 
mass of the population, nor does he glimpse 
the tremendous problems which the nations 
are facing. 

The sociologist hesitates to pronounce this 
veneer of civilization a hollow mockery be- 
cause he knows that in the old world and the

In this connec- 
tion Mr. Enock does not refer to armed col- 
lection of these debts by foreign warships and 
armies, or to the fall of the Monroe doctrine 
if such events should happen.

As the greatest 
engineering feat the world has seen, of wide 
importance to commerce of all nations, the 
matter is one with which every American at 
least should be familiar and the best way 
to know all about it is to read this. book. It 
is well Hlustrated and has maps. 


Fire Chief and His Work. 

“FIRES AND FIRE FIGHTERS,” by John 
Kenlon, chief of the New York fire depart- 
ment (George H. Doran company, New York). 
The man of action is rarely a good story 
teller. It often follows the “man who 
knows cannot impart his knowledge with 
any degree of brevity or directness. No one, 
after reading the book, will credit Chief Ken- 
lon of possessing either a concise style or the 
power of concentration. However, he is to 
be commended for enriching the book world 
with a narrative of inestimable value from 
any viewpoint having to do with fire fight- 
ing and fire protection. 

The work is largely historical, and in his 
review of the progress of fire fighting Chief 
Kenlon goes back to ancient Rome in the 
time of Nero But he emphasizes that the 
greatest progress in effective fire fighting 
methods belongs to recent times and shows 
great hope for a not far distant development 
of the use of chemicals in subduing confla- 
gr: ‘ions. 

The portion of his book devoted to fire fight- 

ing methods in vogue in England and conti- 
nental Europe. and the personnel and organi- 
zation of the departments is interesting, but 
the vast difference in the political conditions 
of ISurope, with the stringent building laws 
there in foroe, and the loose methods prevail. 
ing in the United States nullifies compari- 
son. 
When Chief Kenlon talks of home matters 
his familiarity with the ground is at once 
apparent. His story broadens. It bristles 
with viriHty. His descriptions of great con- 
flagrations is thrilling. His facts are some- 
times appalling. At times he is frank almost 
to the point of brutality. This is marked in 
his comments on the business of arson” and 
its runner, tte public fire adjuster.’’ No 
less severe are his comments on the careless- 
ness with which gasoline is handled in ga- 
rages. His observations on the problem of 
the skyscraper and life saving methods in 
factories, the home, the schools and public 
places are clearcut and decisive. Chief Ken- 
lon is an advocate of the high pressure sys- 
tem and of all. progress in the matter of fire 
fighting appliances but he warns against dis 
posing of the old steam pump in favor of 
practically untried devices.“ Hie quiet rid- 
icule and dismissal of the two platoon system 
will hardly be appreciated by the labor agi- 
tator, from which source this reform ema- 
nated. 


Florence Barclays 
Saccharine Romance. 


EAK sentimentality rather than the 
vigor of pure sentiment runs riot 
in Florence L. Barclay's latest book 
offering. THE BROKEN HALO ” 
(G. P. Putnam’s Sons). The pa- 

thetic appeal of the wounded 7 year old does 
not extend to the lusty young medical prac- 
titioner of five and twenty who, while loudly 
condemning cads,,shows himacif on more 
than a single occasion toybe one of the first 
water, and who assuredly “ stoops" to con- 
quer the Little White Lady who has long 
passed the threescore milestone. The char. 
acters are as contradictory as the exposition 
of therm and the faultiness of writing is glar- 
ingly apparent when the Little White Lady 
breathes her sympathy for the little halo 
smasher an entire chapter before she is sup- 
posed to have heard of the childish outbreak 
of temper and heartbreak which sowed the 
seed of agnosticism in the hitherto trustful 
lithe nature. . 

Yet notwithstanding all its inconsistencies 
the book will win its way and be counted 
“just the sweetest thing.“ for the tender- 
ness, broad charity, and general lovableness 
of its central figures are worked up in dra- 
matic lon such as in large measure biurs 
perception of unreconcilable traits and deeds 
and blunts the sensibilities to the fact that 
the breaking of the stained glass halo was 
indeed but the outward and visible sign of 
an inward and spiritual loss” which was 
only partly regained through love and serv- 
ice to the afflicted.

Decidedly puerile is the matter contained 
in A MASTER'S DEGREE by Margaret 
Hill McCarter (A. C. McClurg & Co.). Ven- 
omous snakes must be lying loose in Kansas, 
but they do not crawl in and out of the story 
with any more frequency, likelihood, or 
agreeableness than the impossible college 
professors and followers of John Barley- 
corn. Manhood in a western college is de- 
vcloped by a system peculiar to the ideals of 
its head, who intends that the letter 8 which 
adorns the academy portal shall mean to the 
students not only sunrise but symbolize 
strife, sacrifice, and service. But these qual- 
ities seem to have been exercised chiefiy 
along the line of romance, in which the two 
extremes of eastern culture and western en- 
deavor exert equal inffuence on opposite 
types of the genus homo, But neither edu- 
cation, athletics, nor love will receive much 
incentive or glorification from this book's 
exposition of their charms.

Few present day stories of the Transvaal 
and other parts of Africa escape without the 
note of the Boer war on which to hang their 
cadences. But DIRK” and the brothers 
and sister who trekked and inspanned in the 
days before their father’s rich land inheri- 
tance was swept from them by the fraud of 
a neighbor plod wearily through the pages 
of A. B. Marchand's story without the dis- 
tinctior lent by the roll call or campfire, yet 
with the same series of defeats suffered by 
the Boer soldiers to mark the course of their 
march toward a dramatic end. The book 
follows the thread of weak, yielding young 
natures which finally become hopelessly 
twisted and broken by misfortune. Dirk's 
was the only life cord that held firm, and it 
was stretched almost to the bre «ing point 
by the pull of love for his enemy's daughter 
in one direction and at the opposite extreme 
his family’s honor and need. 

Death for and with his loved one ends the 
long struggle and causes the reader some- 
what gladly to echo finis after this dismal 
though undoubtedly.faithful word picture of 
Boer life.

Li Hung Chang. 
BY HERBERT CAXTON. 

N interesting attempt at biography 
9 the subject's diaries is made 
“MEMOIRS OF LI HUNG 

CHANG (Houghton, Mifflin & Co.) 

The translation was done by Maj. R 
Emmet Roberts, who was the viceroy’s sec- 
retary, with Drs. Wang and Haiu;Tsai the 
elder. The editing was done by W. F. Man- 
nix, a Washington journalist. .An.excellen’ 
introduction is furnished by John W. Foster. 

Viceroy Li was a most voluminous writer, 
his memoirs and diaries, now at Peking. 
number more than 1,500,000 words. Many of 
the diary entries are without dates, and 
even those which are dated do not always 
appear in chronological order in this book, 
for the reason that they have been arranged 
under subject heads. 

Beginning with his successful examina- 
tions in 1846, when his ambition was to be 
the poet laureate of China, his diaries as 
here presented deal with the leading events 
in Chinese history since that time, in all of 
which he bore a prominent part. Forced by 
circumstances out of a literary career, which 
he considered the greatest honor, he was 
compelled to adopt a military one, which he 
thought the lowest of callings. But he soon 
achieved distinction as a commander, and he 
conducted several campaigns with great bril- 
liancy, being rewarded with honors and 
riches. 

In the Tajping rebellion, where he had chief 
command, he met Gens. Gordon and - Ward. 
the American, who lost his life there. The 
diaries give us several pictures‘ of Gordon 
and the part he played. Li had great ad- 
miration for him, but understood his weak- 
ness as well as his merits. Li shed tears 
over the grave of Ward, but he was rather 
glad when Gordon left the country. 

The journals, too, give us vivid pictures of 
the celebrated emprcss dowager, who alter- 
nately rewarded and humiliated her viceroy, 
who, however, never faltered in his loyalty 
to the throne. Three times she took away 
his yellow jacket, but he never utters a word 
derogatory of her, although he describes her 
true character more than once. 

His fame as a diplomat was acknowledged 
by all but his own nation, and when he con- 
cluded peace with Japan on terms no one 
else could have obtained, he went home to 
be humiliated anew. 

So, too, he adjusted the Boxer difficulties 
as no other man could have done. When he 
returned from the coronation of Nicholas II., 
where he had represented his empress, he 
was fined a years pay for a breach of 
etiquette and he never knew what it was. 
His description of that trip to Europe and 
America is full of interest because of his 
shrewd observations of the great people he 
met an@ of their manners and customs. 

He was most pleased W..n democratic 
America, and the newspaper reporters filled 
him with joy. He had great respect for 
President Cleveland, and he considered 
America China's best friend. 

As a young man, he was, of course, greatly 
opposed to foreigners ana to Cnristianity, but 
he changed his ideas on those subjects and 
frankly admits it, although h. thought the 
acts of Christian nations in China and else- 
where greatly at variance with their pro- 
fessed ideals. . 


The book contains a number of his poems, 


several of them on opium, to which he was 
much opposed.

Much sought witnesses in the conspiracy 
case against Clarence S. Funk, revealer of 
the Lerimer-Hines $100,000 fund, now have 
their last chance to claim immunity by turn- 
ing state’s evidence and testifying in the trial 
cf Attorney Donahoé and Private Detective 
Isaac Stiefel. 

There will be no chance of immunity if the 
participants who are hiding out do not 
appear until the close of the present case. 
‘This was announced yesterday by Assistant 
State’s Attorneys Hayden S. Bell and Mar- 
vin D. Barnhart. Neither held out the un- 
quaiified promise of immunity, leaving that 
tc State’s Attorney Hoyne, but they did 
asrert no clemency would be given at the 
conclusion of the trial. 


Witness List Includes 61. 

The witness list of the state includes sixty- 
one names, chief among them being Mr. 
Funk and John C. Henning and his wife, 
Josephine, who figured as principals in the 
$20,000 suit for alienation and whose confes- 
sions of the conspiracy details are expected 
to be the star cards of the prosecution. 

There are other witnesses who have suc- 
cessfully evaded arrest, including Henning’s 
two personal conductors in his flights— Wil- 
liam D. Bennett and Charles C. Palmer. Mrs. 
M. Ryan, who accompanied Mrs. Henning 
part of the time before the alienation case, is 
another.

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| MOTHER EATON TRIAL WITNESS 


Food Poisoned Rear Admiral. 


Wife Displayed “Hysterical Tenden- 
cies,” She Tells Court. 


Plymouth. Mass., Oct. 17.—Mrs. Virginis 
Harrison of Alexandria, Va., Was called by 
the prosecution today to tell about conditions 
in the home of her daughter, Jennie May Ea- 
ton, who is being tried on the charge of mur- 
dering her husband, Rear Admiral Joseph 
Giles Eaton, U. S. N. (retired), by giving him 
poison. 

Mrs. Harrison said her daughter manifest- 
ed “ hysterical tendencies " towards the rear 
admiral at times. During the last four years 
‘the witness has spent much time at her daugh- 
ter's home in Assinippi and she testified that 
she considered her son-in-law “ always very 
much of a. gentleman.” 

Her daughter, she said, seemed actually to 
believe that the rear admiral dabbled in drugs 
and was insane. Mrs. Harrison could see no 
signs of these things. She had seen the rear 
admiral intoxicated, she testified, but she 
never detected any signs of the drug habit. 


Scouts Daughter’s Claim. 

She first noticed the rear admiral’s final 
niness on March 6, before he had touched 
the roast pork which Mrs. Eaton claimed 
was the cause of that attack. 

Mrs. Harrison testified that Rear Admiral 
and Mrs. Eaton quarreled on the Monday 
preceding his death. She did not know what 
the quarrel was about. 

A hint at evidence not yet revealed was 
given by the state regarding a typewritten 
document alleged to have disappeared from 
the Eaton home after the death of the rear 
admiral. 


Dorothy Ainsworth Examined. 

District Attorney Barker asked Miss Doro- 
thy Ainsworth, daughter of Mrs. Eaton, 
what she knew of such a paper. The de- 
fense objected, whereupon the district attor- 
ney called upon Mrs. Eaton's attorneys to 
produce the document. The matter was not 
pressed, but Mr. Barker said he hoped to in- 
troduce the paper later. 

Following the admiral's death a search was 
made for a will alleged to have been made by 
the rear admiral after the date borne by the 
will filed for probate, which left his property 
to the widow and his stepdaughters. 

Miss Dorothy testified today that for some 
time previous to her stepfather’s death Mrs. 
Eaton had been in the habit of placing medi- 
cine in her husband's cup at every meal.

17.—One striking miner 
was killed, two are reported fatally wound- 
ed, one mine guard was perhaps mortally 
wounded, and another less seriously hurt as 
a result of a battle between strikers and 
mine guards at the tent colony here late 
this afternoon. During the fight a machine 
gun was fired into the strikers’ camp. 

Deputy Sheriff F. R. Bradley was the mine 
guard who was so seriously wounded, and 
when he was shot the other deputies began 
firing the machine gun, which heretofore 
had been used for show of force only. 

Sheriff Grisham and his under sheriffs de- 
clare the report of casualties within the 
strikers’ camp of one dead and two fa- 
tally injured, given them by union offi- 
cials, seems scarcely probable as the ma- 
chine gun, fired at such close range, must 
have done more fatal work. 


Four Men May Be Dead. 

Officials at the strikers’ camp are reticent 
concerning the casualties and even refuse to 
divulge the names of those they admit were 
struck by bullets. Unofficial but meritorious 
reports Geclare four strikers were killed. 

None but strikers are allowed within the 
confines of the colony. Union officials de- 
clare that all women and children were re- 
moved from the camp to safety upon the ar- 
rival of the deputies with the machine gun. 

The battle began shortly after 2 o'clock this 
morning. when strikers are said to have fired 
into the mine camp at the Forbes mine. Bul- 
lets struck about the tipple house, around 
which women and children were gathered. 

A group of mine guards made a sortie to 
repel the attack, but were beaten back. Mine 
Supt. Robert Nichols then called for aid from 
Trinidad. Sheriff Grisham immediately ore 
dered his ten mounted deputies, who were 
stationed at the Ludlow camp to preserve or- 
der, te hasten to this place. 


More Guards Hurry to Scene. 

Three automobile loads of mine guards 
from the Ludlow company property accom- 
panied the sheriff. One of the automobiles 
was equipped with a machine gun, which 
swung from the rear seat of the vehicle. 

The deputies arrived at the strikers’ tent 
colony from a direction opposite to that of 
the Forbes mine, and as they entered the 
opening of a cafion which d to the colony 
they were targets of many rifles. The fight - 
ing was at closer range than had been any 
of the battles which previously had occurred 
between strikers and guards. 

Early during the engagement, after the 
arrival of the deputies, Bradley was shot 
while firing from a horse. Immediately the 
guards, made vindictive by the loss of their 
comrade, pressed harder upon the strikers 


Turn Machine Gun on Camp. 

The automobile carrying the machine gun 
was turned with its rear toward the strikers’ 
camp and a hail of bullets was hurled into 
the tent colony and at, the strikers between 
it and the guards. 

Participants in the battle say screams and 
groans were heard even above the rattle of 
the one machine gun, and the strikers, in 
their last desperate rally, pushed toward the 
mine guards and deputies, firing from their 
rifles as they ran. In this sortie one more 
guard was shot and several horses killed and 
wounded. 

The fire from the machine gun became 
hotter and the strikers retreated hastily. 

The riot here todey was the first of a seri- 
ous nature which has occurred here since the 
strike was called. No arrests have been made 
by the sheriff, who has declared the situation 
in this section of the strike sone to be beyond 
his control.

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LABORITES NAME 
WALKER AS CHIEF 


Defeats Edwin R. Wright in 
Fight for State Federation 
Presidency. 


WAR AGAINST MILITIA. 


Decatur, III, Oct. 17.—[{Special.]J—John H. 
Walker, of the mineworkers, of Danville, III.. 
today defeated Edwin R. Wright of Chicago 
for president of the State Federation of 
Labor by seventeen votes. It was one of the 
most hotly contested elections in the history 
of the federation. The vote was: Walker, 
285; Wright, 268. 

Mr. Wright was elected president in 1906, 


and he is credited with reorganizing the fed- 


eration and making it one of the strongest 
bodies in the United States. 

Walker opposed Wright last year at the 
convention in Danville, and was defeated in 
his own stronghold by sixty-four votes. 


Miners Hold Balance of Power. 

Since the last convention the miners passed 
a law requiring every mining local to be rep- 
resented in the state convention with the re- 
sult that nearly one-half the delegates here 
were miners. It is also said that during the 
convention Socialist leaders from Chicago 
have been working against Mr. Wright. Fol- 
lowing the announcement of the election, Mr. 
Wright said: 

‘IT came into the office with clean hands, 
and [ leave it the same way. Nodishonorable 
act on my part caused my defeat. I shall 
continue to work for the good of the fed- 
eration. No friend of mine will encourage 
any local to withdraw from the federation, 
as it has been said some locals will do. I] 
am going to work just as hard in the future 
for harmony as I have in the past.

Harbor Chairman Shankland Admits 


Material Differences Between 
Estimates and the Needs. 


NO EXPLANATION OF HOW IT HAPPENS

A typographical error, a clerical error, a 
stenographic error, and a draftsman's error, 
all got together by remarkable coincidence 
in the specifications for Chicago's new pleas- 
ure pier. Unintentionally and unconscious- 
ly, of course, but effectively nevertheless, 
they aided the Byrne Brothers’ Dredging and 
Engineering company to be considered the 
lowest bidder on this $800,000 contract. 
That the errors, with different maiden 
names, got together is certain. E. C. Shank- 
land, chairman of the city harbor commis- 
sion, has so sworn on the witness .stand 
before Master in Chancery Roswell B. Ma- 
son, who is attempting to find out the facts 
on an application for an injunction to pre- 
vent the award of a contract to any one on 
these specifications. 


One Naught Left Off. 
The specifications estimate that the com- 
mission will need 10,000 pounds of chafing 
plates. Mr. Shankland told the master that 
100,000 pounds is the right amount. 
The specifications call for 8,250 pounds of 
cast iron sockets. Chairman Shankland 
frankly admitted to Master Mason that 50,-

with me.“

Errors Cause Mystery. 

How all these errors happened is a mys- 
tery. Mr. Shankland testified the commis- 
sion has been working on these specifications 
“since about Feb. 7, 1912 °’'—or about nine- 
teen months. 

The three members of the commission— 
E. C. Shankland, J. J. Reynolds, and John 
Ericson—receive $12,000 a year for their serv- 
ices. Their salaries alone, not to spedk of the 
force of subordinates, during those nineteen 
months, total $67,000, but perhaps they did 
not spend more than half of their time on 
these specifications—possibly less time. 

One of the peculiarities connected with all 
of these errors in estimated quantities is that 
Byrne Brothers are the highest bidder on 
each item, although considered the lowest 
bidder on the work asa whole. 


Tries to Explain One Mistake, 

Mr. Shankland attempted to explain how 
one of these mistakes happened. He was 
asked by his own attorney, an assistant cor- 
poration counsel, as follows: 

Q.—Have you at any time checked or fig- 
ured the item Z on page 23, Chafing plates 
on fenders, 19,000 pounds” ? 

A.—I did after the specifications were sent 
out 

Q.—What was the result of your calcula- 
tions? 

A.—I found a mistake in the decimal point 
there, and it should have been 100,000 pounds 
instead of 10,000 pounds. 

The attorney for Robert C. Gehrke, the 
objector to the specifications, neglected to 
ask Mr. Shankland where a decimal point 
can be placed in, among, above, or below the 
figure 1 and four ciphers so as to make it 
resemble 100,000. A decimal point looks like 
a peri It is a dot. The dot“ in 10,000 has 
a tail attached, which makes it appear like 
a comma—not like a decimal point. But 
10,000 for 100,000 is only a mistake of 900 
per cent. 


Another Little Difference, 

The Byrne bid per pound was 6 cents, so 
their tabulated bid on chafing plates was 
$600 when it would have been $6,000 if the 
correct estimate of the quantity had been 
given. The other two bidders, the Great 
Lakes and the Fitzsimons & Connell Dredge 
and Dock companies, bid 5 and 8 cents re- 
spectively on this material. 

Skipping on to the next error, the assistant 
corporation counsel asked Mr. Shankland: 

“Did you figure the item cast iron sock. 
ets, 8,250 pounds? 

„Tes, Mr. Shankland replied, “ and 1 dis- 
covered there was a mistake in that also and 
that it should have been practically 50,000 
pounds—a little under 50,000 pounds.” 

He went on to say these two errors would 
not “affect the determination of the lowest 
bidder.” 


Actual Bids Figures Cited. 

Chairman Shankland omitted to indicate 
how this error on iron sockets happened. It 
supplied a much better illustration in the 
difference in the bidding than did the pre- 
vious error. The Byrnes asked 15 cents a 
pound for these sockets. The Great Lakes 
bid 4 cents, and the Fitzsimmons & Connell 
company only 3. In the official tabulation of 
the bids the Byrne total on this item was 
$1,237, the Great Lakes $330, and Fitzsimons 
4 Connell 627.50. Those figures are on the 
erroneous quantity of 8.280 pounds. On the 
correct amount, 50,000 pounds, the Byrne 
figure would be $7,422, the Great Lakes 
$1,980, and the Fitzsimons and Connell $1,485. 

Stated perhaps more piginly, the officia) 
record, which is the commission’s tabulation 
of the bids, shows Byrne Bros. are only $907 


higher than the Great Lakes on the iron sock.

Alderman Demands Explanation, 

“That price of 15 cents by Byrne Bros. as 
against 8 cents by Fitzsimons & Connell 
looks like an extraordinary, remarkable in- 
cident in view of the error in the quantity.” 
an alderman said. “If I had any jurisdic- 
tion over those harbor commissioners I would 
either make them explain thoge errors or find 
out why they could not explain them. If 
g or 4 cents a pound, the price of the other 
two bidders, is a fair price for those sockets, 
15 cent® is such a highly exorbitant price 
that there seems to have been some urbal- 
anced bidding. That, coupled with the errors 
in quantities, should make the $12,000 a year 
commissioners feel called upon to explain 
in detail to the public.”

Louis K. Liggett, president of another 
string of drug stores. denied tonight tnat 
there was any possibility of a combination 
between the Liggett stores and the Riker-

A dispatch from Boston states that the 
United Cigar Stores company has purchased 
a controlling interest in the Riker-Hageman- 
Jaynes drug stores and that the combination 
of the two systems means a big war in to- 
bacco as soon as the consolidation goes into 
operation. 

The Jaynes drug stores included in the pur- 
chase by the tobacco interests comprise the 
string of New England stores controlled by 
the Riker-Hageman people. Liggett's also 
has a large retail business in New England, 
centering in Boston, where the competition 
between the two combinations has been keen 
during the last eighteen months. 

The Riker-Hageman stores throughout 
New York and New England do a business of 
about $15,000,000 a year, yielding a profit 
estimated at more than $1,000,000 a year.

BIG TORCH DROPS 900 FEET 


Sean Blast Hurls Bodies in All 


Directions as Naval Ship 
Crashes to Ground. 


THREE ARMY AIR PILOTS KILLED 


BERLIN, Oct. 17.—The newest and largest 
of the Zeppelin war airsnips, the L 2," was 
destroyed in midair by an explosion at 10:15 
o'clock this morning. Twenty-eight military 
men on board, including the entire admiralty, 
trial board, were killed. 

The disaster occurred just above the main 
street of J ohapnisthal, while the big dirigible, 
500 feet long, was making a trial trip prelim- 
inary to its acceptance as flagship of the new 
German aerial navy. 

The shattered hulk of the airship, a mass 
of blazing canvas and crumpled aluminum, 
dropped 900 feet into the public highway. 
Hundreds of people who had been watching 
the flight from parks and housetops rushed 
to the scene. There was nothing to be done 
except to take out the bodies of the victims 
from the mass of twisted wreckage. 

One Survivor of Air Wreck. 

Lieut. Baron von Bleul of the Queen Au- 
gusta grenadier guards, who was making the 
trip as a guest, was taken alive from the 
wreck but died tonight. 

Many of the bodies were so burned and 
mangled as to be unrecognizable. 

The admiralty trial board consisted of sev- 
en officers, including Lieut. Commander Beh- 
nisch and Senior Lieut. Freyer of the Ger-

man naval flying corps. The airship’s pliot 
was Capt. Glund, a veteran steersman im 
the employ of Count Zeppelin. 

Naval Constructors Neumann and Pietzler 
and Naval Engineer Busch were among those 
on board. 

Beside the officers already mentioned, 
Lieut. Trenk, who was second in command; 
Chief Engineer Haussmann and three en- 
gineer secretaries from the admiralty board 
were killed. 

The pilot, Capt. Glund, was the only civilian 
on board the airship. He was the commander 
of the Zeppelin balloon, which landed in 
France in April, this year. 


See Gas Bag Explode. 

Spectators who had been watching the . 
pressive maneuvers of the L 2” from be- 
low, suddenly saw the great gas beg burst 
into a glaring flame and then fall. A second 
or two later the reverberating sound of a 
terrific explosion reached them. Every inch 
of the canvas covering and the baloonets 
disappeared in a moment. 

A second and more violent explosion was 
then heard, the fire having reached the gaso- 
line tanke filled with two tons of liquid fuel. 
Before the echoes of the explosion had died 
down, the wreck of the most modern of Ger- 
many's dirigibles lay on the ground, a mass 
of glowing wires and tangled girders. The 
cylinders of the motors in the center gondola 
and one of the after propellers could be dis- 
tinguished. Otherwise there was nothing to 
indicate that the débrise was that of Gere 
many s proudest airship, 


Take Bodies from Wreckage. 

Volunteers armed with axes hacked at the 
wreckage for two hours before they extricate 
ed the last of the bodies of the victims. _. 

The dead were borne on stretchers to the 
balloon hall and a company of soldiers roped 
off the place to keep back the crowd. 

The six inmates of the center gondola had 
been blown through the sides of the car by 
the first explosion, and their bodies fells 
quarter of a mile away from the wreck of 
the balloon. All the others except two ap- 
parently were killed by the explosion of the 
gasoline tank and probably were dead before 
the wreckage reached the earth. 

The official report of the accident says the 
explosion was due to the ignition of gaz in or 
above the forward gondola, but not within 
the body of the airship. , 

Emperor William in a telegram to the mine 
ister of marine voices public sentiment cone 
cerning the accident by saying: 

“The sorrow over what has happened, 1 
am convinced, will only be a spur to renewed 
exertions to develop so important an aerial 
weapon into a trustworthy implement of 
war.” 

The newspapers refiect the emperor’s belief 
that there should be no relaxation in ‘the ef- 
forts to supply Germany with an adequate- 
aerial fleet. 

Army Suffers Air Losrss, 

In addition to the dirigible disaster to the 
navy, the army suffered from aerial acci- 
dents. | 

Lieut. Koch and Sergt. Mante fell with 
their aeroplane near Wuerzburg and both 
were instantly killed. 

Capt. Haeseler and Lieut. von Freyberg 
fell with their craft in the vicinity of Breslau, 
and Haeseler, who was pinned beneath the 
wreckage, was killed when the gasoline tank 
of the aeroplane exploded. He was burned 
to death. Von Freyberg was not injured. 

In addition to the fatal accidents to Haes~ 
eler, Koch, and Mante, severe injuries were 
sustained by Lieutenants Baron von Gayla, 
Von Bauer, and Schroeder, and slignt hurts 
by Lieut. Von Scheele during last night while 
making long distance flights.

RAIL HEADS SEE BURLESON; 
ASK MORE PAY FOR U. S. MAIL 


Consideration at Later Date Assured by 
Postmaster General, Who Is Unable 
to Take Action Now. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 17—Postmaster 
General Burleson had a copference, today 
with a delegation of American railway presi- 
dents seeking better pay. for transporting 
mall. 

President Ripley of the Santa Fé acted as 
spokesman for his associates, being seconded 
by President Rea of the Pennsylvania. They 
declared the railways now are being under- 
paid an aggregate of $15,000,000 a year for 
carrying the mails entirely aside from the 
extraordinary burden placed upon the roads 
by the parcel. post matter, for which, it was 


maintained, they practically were receiving 
nothing. 

President Ripley conceded that the roads 
were obligated to carry the mails, but ex- 
pressed the hope and expectation that the 
postmastet general would give them such 
pay as would enable them to perform their 
services satisfactorily. 

Mr. Burleson assured the railway men that 
he would try to see to it that they received 
all they were entitled to. He said, however, 
that it would be impossible for him to do 
anything in the way of readjusting railway 
mail pay until the commission .created by 
congress for the purpose of collecting and 
tabulating data bearing upon the subject 
had made its report, probably on next 
March 4.

World’s Shipments Smaller. 

Argent.na, Ida, an Ausuéus cogether 
shipped oniy 768,00 bu wheat for the week, 
compared to 2,8. 2, O0 bu a year ago. Ameri- 
ean and Canadian ciearances for the week 
were 6,834,000 bu, against 5,156,000 bu a year 
ago. On the line ti.ere was a much better 
demand for wheat from the milis and sales 
for shipment were 384, 000 bu, the largest busi- 
ness in some time. . 

Duiuth reported a good demand from the 
eastern milis, and at Minneapolis No, 1 north- 
ern sold at the best relative price on the crop, 
premiums being he to 2c over the Decem- 
ber. Receipts northwest were 611 cars, 
against 1,078 cars a year ago, and Winnipeg 
had 1,052 cars, compared to 1,070 cars a 
year ago, Minneapolis wheat stocks in- 
creased 980.000 bu for the week, and Duluth 
increased 480,000 bu for five days 


Lighter Receipts Expected. 


Reports from the northwest indicated moderate 
receipts at country points, and well posted Cana- 
dian grain look for a much smaller movement 

' after Nov. 1. Charters were reported made for 
1.000 000 bu wheat from Duluth and Fort Willlam 
to eastern lake ports at 2c, and there was a charter 
for 110,000 bu wheat from here to Buffalo at 1c. 
Receipts here were 45 cars, with 30 cars inspected 
yesterday. Clearances for the day were ,000 bu 
wheat and fer. . 

On the b ownturn in prices there was free 
selling by mission houses, led by Barrell, 
Shearson-Hammill, King-Farnum, Logan-Bryan, 
end Colvin. Canby was a good buyer of Decem- 
ber. Fitch bought May early. 


Further Liquidation in Corn, 


Corn felt the pressure of liquidating sales, and 
after holding firm and a little higher early closed 
w th net declines for the day of se to ne. Froin 
t low point, however, there was a sharp reaction. 
Shorts covered freely and there was some support 
from the bulls. The cash demand was better on 
the decline, sales for shipment being 265,000 bu, 
and not much corn was offered to arrive from the 
@wuntry. 

Weather conditions were unfavorable over the 
helt, but there were predictions for generally 
fair weather for several days. Receipts here were 
109 cars, with 111 cars nspected yesterday. Cables 
were 1%@1%4 lower, and Argertine shipmente 
were larger than expected, at 3.605.000 bu. Pri- 
mary receipts for the day were 540,000 bu, against 
289,000 bu a year ago. 


Shorts Cover in Oats. 


Shorts took profits on a liberal scale in oats and 
there was a big rally after prices had been de- 
pressed. Last pricee were only e to Mc lower, 
but there was general covering on the decline 

' which lifted prices materially from the low point. 
Cash prices were a little lower and there was a 
good demand, sales being 340,000 bu. It was ro- 
ported that 100.000 bu Canadian oate had been 
sold to go to a Lake Erie port. Country offerings 
were light and receipts are falling off sharp'y, 
arrivals here being 105 cars, with 39 cars in- 
Spected yeeterday. Primary receipts were 716.000 
bu, or 227.000 bu less than a year 2go. 


Hog Products Are Easier. 


Provisions were lower at the close after a little 
Tally early. Packers were credited with buying 
t the opening, but the weakness in grain un- 
settled the market and encouraged free local sell- 
ing. Prices at the yards were steady to a little 
lower, buyere discrimineting againet the poor 
hogs. Receipts were 28.000. with 11,000 the esti- 
mate for today. In the west receipts were 54.700, 
compared to 51 0° ver ago, The cash trade 
was reported fairly active.

1 northern is cheanest wheat in the world today. 
I believe that these big receipts in both America 
and Canada northwest will soon ease up as farm- 
ers will not keep on seiling at present low prices 
and it will pay interior elevators to store and 
carry it, as cash wheat is seling at 6 cents 
discount below price of May.’’

Wagner had the following from Duluth: “ The 
truth of the matter is that foreign ports are abso- 
lutely full in storage with various grains, o: 
which there is an enormous stock abroad. This 
makes them very chary about buying any further 
grain at all and Russia seems to ship enough of 
feed grains, like their ten mil ton bariey contribu- 
tion to take the edge out of that all the time.
